IsHE PBESIDENTIAIi JELEC- 


TIOXM. 


Both parties in the House manifest 


decided interest in the bill to ascertain 
and declare the remit of Presidential 
elections, and there is a fair prospect 
that this question, so vitally important 
to the country, will be settled by the 
present Congress. The Bicknell bill has 
been reported and the 29th of January 
set for its consideration. The Republi- 
cans as well as Democrats desire to 
adopt some measure, and there is at 
present a strong disposition among the 
wiser men of both sides to perfect the 
present bill as far as posssible and en- 
act it into a law. The gist of the Brick- 
n»ll bill, is contained in section 8, which 
is in these words: 
. Section 8.—Congress shall be in ses- 
sion on the second Monday in February 
succeeding every meeting of the elec- 
tors. The Senate and House of Bepre- 
sentatives shall meet in the ball of Rep- 
resentatives at one o'clock, post merid- 
ian, 
on that day, and the President of 


the Senate shall be the presiding officer. 
Two tellers shall be previously appoint- 
ed on the part of the Senate shall then 
open all the certificates and papers pur- 
porting to be certificates of the electoral 
votes. The votes shall then be counted 
by the two houses of Congress, in the 
alphabetical order of the States, as certi- 
fied by the electors, unless rejected by 
both houses; but if in any State there 
is a controversy as to the appointment 
or eligibility of electors the derision 
thereof by its highest judicial tribunal 
shall be conclusive, and the vote shall 
be counted in accordance therewith, un- 
less reversed by both houses, and if 
there be more than one jndical decision, 
each purporting to be by the highest 
court of the same State, the decision 
held by Doth houses to be that of the 
lawful tribunal shall be conclusive un- 
less reversed by both houses. Where 
there has been a controversy in any 
State as aforesaid, and no such certifi- 
cate had by both houses to be executed 
by the proper authority shall be conclu- 
sive unless rejected by both houses. 


Under the old twenty-second joint 


rule, the practice was thut "no vote ob- 
jected to shall be counted except by the 
concurrent vote of the two houses.1' 
In the present bilt the vote of a State 
must be counted unless rejected by both 
houses, and the decision of a State court 
in the case of a disputed election is to 
stand unless reversed by both houses. 
This accords substantially with the 
measure so long, ably, persistently ad- 
vocated in the Senate by'the late Sena- 
tor Morton, 


The various firms who advertise to 


forward upon receipt of fifty and sixty 
cents a bound volume of "Webster's 
Unabridged Dictionary" are pronounced 
by the special agents of the Postoffice 
Department to be impostors. It is said 
that the parties engaged in the business 
advertise under numerous aliases, and

moneys received, and when a return is 
arade it is a small book which can be 
purchased at retail for from ten to 
twenty-five cents. 


An Albany (N. Y.) special says; The 


Argus of this city publishes reports of 
interviews with twenty-four Republican 
State Senatois and a large number of 
Republican members of the Assembly 
on the presidential question. Among 
the Senators, eleven or* for Grant, one 
for Sherman,- one for Grant or Blaine, 
and eleven are non-committal. Among 
the members of the Assembly forty-three 
are fin Grunt, fourteen for Blane, three 
for Sherman, four for Conkling, one for 
Oar field, and eighteen declined to ex- 
press preferences.

Leverricr declined to have 
anything to do with it on the ground 
that it could not bo observed with 
sufficient precision to be of any special 
vilue—oud, finding this to be true the 
r.-'.rouomers may hesitate before giving 
v tlie public- whit they have learned. 


THE MARCH TO THE SEA. 


General W. T. Sherman, in a recent 


interview in the Cleveland Leader, is 
reported at making some objectionable 
charges against General H. V. Boynton, 
the correspondent in Chicago of the 
Cincinnati Gazette and author of a "Re- 
view of Sherman's War Memoirs. 
General Boynton publishes a card iii 
which, after stating tbat General Sher- 
man may feel mortified at the publica- 
tion of the fact that Grant himself was 
the originator of the "march to the sea" 
says, as to Sherman's personal accusa- 
tions: "I ask, the privilege of saying 
through your journal to General Sher- 
man, 
and so many of the public as take 


an interest in the matter, that I will se- 
lect a tribunal and a form of action 
which, without inflicting any personal 
indignity, will afford him ample oppor- 
tunity to establish the truth of his 
charges, or if he fail, will exhibit him 
to the world as a reckless slaudersr." 


CHIXESE IMMIGK.VMOS. 


The Washington Evening Star, edi- 


torially noticing the favorable action ol 
the House Committee on the bill to re- 
strict Chinese immigration, says: "The 
members of Congress from the Pacific 
States are unanimously in favor of the 
bill. The question of parties does not 
enter into th»ir support of this measure, 
and they unhesitatingly declare that no 
party can receive the electoral vote Worn 
the States they represent that opposes 
this bill. 
The newspapers of these 


States, without regard to party, reiter- 
ate this declaration, and in the face of 
the Presidential election it is easy to 
realize how much influence this an- 
nouncement will have upon Congress. 
The States of California, Nevada and 
Oregon have twelve electoral votes; 
more than eaough in a tolerably close 
contest to decide the choice of Presi- 
dent!" The Star is of opinion that the 
bill will pass the House; bat, as Sena- 
tors are not so free to express them- 
selves upon pending measures as Repre- 
sentatives, the editor thinks it next to 
impassible to predict the fate of the 
measure in the Senate. He remarks: 
"Enough h>» been developed, however, 
to show that the old fight over the Chi- 
nese question is to be renewed, and 
that it will wax very warm ^before it is 
over.

New YOBJC, Jan. 21. -The Tribune 


this morning publishes the following: 
A syndicate of prominent bankers, 
which includes alto persons largely in- 
terested in the Wabash and Union Pa- 
cific railroad systems, ha* been formed 
for the purpose of buying a large block 
of Central Pacific stock. Negotiations 
for the purchase of the stock hare been 
in progress during the last two weeks, 
but the contract was not completed un- 
til yesterday. C. P. Hnntington, Vice 
President of the Central Pacific com- 
pany, in behalf of himself and the other 
owners of the road, has sold to the 
syndicate 50,000 shares of the stock, 
and has given an option on 50,000 more. 
The price paid for the stock is under- 
stood to be 75, but a higher price, it is 
said, it to be paid for the second lot in 
case the syndicate shall take the option. 
This privilege extends over six months, 
bnt it is believed by members of the 
syndicate that it Mill be taken long be- 
fore that time expires. Payment for 
the stock is to bo made in cash and no 
change will be in i Jo nt present in the 
management of the road. 
It is under- 


stood, however, to be probable that in 
case of the sucoc- , ful marketing of the 
stock the present transactions will be 
followed by' other**. No conditions in 
regard to the f'tlnre purchase of stock 
and the manngt.»u at of the road have 
been included in the contract. 


WHI THK SU.K WAS KADI. 


It is purely n cash transaction. The 


owners of the road have been induced 
to part with the styck in order to share 
with others the control of the company, 
believing that this divided control will 
add to the value of the property. Al- 
most the entire stock of the company 
has been held by the original builders 
— Leland Stanford, C. P. Huntingdon, 
Charles Crocker aud C. F. Crocker. 
It 


is said they consented to part of the sale 
of the stock in the belief that public at- 
tention would be attracted by this means 
to the value of the property. 


WBO COMPOSE THE SYNDICATE. 


The members of the syndicate which 


haa secured this interest in the Central 
Pacific Railroad are B. P. Flower & Co., 
Prince & Whitely, Hatch & Coote, 
Euhn, Loeb & Co., Fallgarten & Co., 
May ft King, Marx & Co., I. & 
Wermser, Phillip Speyer & Co., Fisk & 
Hatch, Brewster, Sweet & Co. of Bos- 
ton, William H. Travers, August Rut- 
ten, Morton, Bliss & Co., Speyer Bros. 
<k Co. of Holland, Russell Sage and Jay 
Gould. An executive committee con- 
sisting of R. P. Flower, J. D. Prince 
and J. D. Probst has been chosen to 
conduct the affairs of the syndicate. 
The stock will not be acid by subscrip- 
tion, but a portion of it will be offered 
early next week on the Stock Exchange. 
Tne stock has been on the list of the 
exchange for many years, but the deal- 
ings in it have been almost nothing for 
the reason that the stock was held in so 
few hands. It is the purpose of the 
committee to make the stock one of the 
active/ stocks on the Exchange, and to 
this end a small amount will be offered, 
probably on Monday. One person who 
had been admitted to the syndicate yes- 
terday sold his privilege at a very large 
advance.
